LOKU DONALD SMITH. 

The High Commissioner in the Favored 
List— Comment on the Canadian 
Selections. 

OrrAw.v, June 21. — An oflicial state- 
msnt respecting the Jubilee honors con- 
ferred on Canadians bas been issued 
from Government House. It contains 
one important addition to the press an- 
nouDcementB, a peerage having been 
conferred on Sir Donald Smith, tbe 
Canadian High Commissioner in Lon- 
don. 

The general iuipreeaion in tlio lobbies 
to-night ia that excellent selectiona for 
the jubilee honors have been made, al- 
though the list is not as long as antici- 
pated. Sir Donald .Smith's elevation to 
tlio peerage conllrms the report of hia 
prospective retire:iient from his com- 
rnissionership at a very early date. Sir 
Richard Cartwright will Hucceed him in 
London immediately Sir Wilfred Laurier 
returns to Canada. 

There will be a reconstruction of the 
ca'oinet consequent upon Sir Jtichnrd's 
removal. The Department of Trade 
and Commerce will be merged into 
Finance, and full pay given to the Min- 
isters of customs and inland revenue. 



THE MAINLAND CITIES. 

Sons of England Made the Sunrtny Service 
a Great Feature— The Bonfire Idea. 

"VANCOTTVBn, June 21.— Yesterday 
special services were held in all the 
churches while the Sons of England, in 
conjunction with their brethren through- 
out the world, held a special public ser- 
vice of prayer and song. The procession 
marched to the Hotel Vancouver where 
the special services of the Sons of Eng- 
land were held. The order of procession 
was as follows : Police and firemen : the 
Boys' Brigade; the Odd Fellows; 
Knights of Pythias; Sons of Scotland; 
St. Andrew's and Caledonian Society; 
Loyal Orange Society; Foresters; A. O. 
U.W. ; Sons of England; Mayor and 
Gity Council. 

New Wbstminsteb, June 2L — ^The 
Sons of England Jubilee servicea were 
held in all the churches on Sunday. In 
the afternoon the mayor and aldermen, 
the fraternal societies, city band and 
Boys' Brigade met in front of the Ma 
sonic hall, and paraded to the drill hall, 
where the combined choirs of the city 
united in the song service which fol- 
lowed. A sermon was preached by Kev. 
A. Sheldrick, and a collection taken up 
in aid of the woman's hospital. 

Every adjoining municipality, with 
the exception of Burnaby, will join with 
New Westminster in lighting bonfires on 
the evening of the 22nd of June. The 
O.P.R; will light bonfires at all stations 
east of Ag&esiz at 10 o'clock Tuesday. 

THE BEST OF CANADA. 

Grandest Celebration on Record the Story 
From Everywhere. 

Wi.N.Nii'Kii, June 21. — Main street was 
never so prettily decorated as it ia to- 
night for the Jubilee festivities to-mor- 
row. The street is almost entirely lined 
with fiaiis and bunting and is spanned 
by many arches. The programme for 
Jubilee day includes processions Ijy the 
military, the national societies and 
school children in the morning, sports 
and general amusement in the afternoon 
and fireworks in the evening. 

Mo.vTitK.M,, June 21. — This is civic 
holiday here. A monster parade took 
place in tbe morning. It consisted of 
about 10,000 men and 30 allegorical cars. 
In spite of showery weather .thousands 
turned out to witness the procession. 
This afternoon the annual athletic games 
of St. Jean Baptiste Society toolc place. 
The entire city is illuminated to-night. 

H.\i.iF.\.\-, June 21.— The air is full of 
Jubilee. This morning was ushered in 
by the pealing of all the bells in the city 
and by a heavy rain storm. The rain 
continued until after midday, causing 
tbe postpoument of all events set down 
for this morning and afternoon. When 
it ceased the decoration of buildings 
was hurried to completion, and to-night 
the place is abla^fe with flags, bunting 
and other decorative material.

All Colonial Premiers Made Privy Council- 
lor.s— Four Canadian Chief Justices 
Knighted. 

London, June 21 — All the Colonial 
Premiers, Mr. William Leckey the his- 
torian, and Sir Herbert Maxwell, the 
author, have been made privy council- 
lors. The Prince of Wales is made Grand 
Master and Principal Knight of the 
Grand Cross of the Bath. An Earldom 
is conferred upon Baron h^gerton of Tat- 
too, and I'eerages are conferred upon the 
Earl o! Glasgow, Viscount Downs, Just- 
ice Lopes, the Kt. Hon. Ion Trant Ham- 
ilton and Sir .lohn Burns. The Mayors 
of Leeds and ShetUeld are made Lord 
Mayors, and the Lord Mayor of L'^ndon, 
George Faudet Phillips, ia made a Bar- 
onet. Bancroft, the actor, is knighted, 
and the Chief Justices of Manitoba, 
Quebec and Ontario, Messrs. Taylor, 
Tait and Hagerty, are knighted. 

Sir John Bluudell Maple is made a 
baronet, and tbe same honoris conferred 
upon Sir WilMam Maccormick, M.D., 
President of the Royal College of Sur- 
geons. Mr. James Fender, the son of 
the late John Pender, M.P. for the Mid- 

e diviBion of Nortliamptonahire ; Jlr. 
Samuel Wilka, M.D., President of the 
lioyal College of Physicians, and physi- 
cian-uxtraonlinary to Her Alajesty ; ^Mr. 
Wyko Bayliss, President of the lioyal 
Society of British Artists ; Prof. William 
Crookes, and vice-j)resident of the Royal 
Society are made knights ; and Sir Fi-im- 
cia Henry Jeuene, piesident of the pro- 
bate, divorce and admiralty division of 
the Hii;h Court of Justice, is made a 
ICniglit ComnuinJer of the Bath. 

The Duke of Connaught was appointed 
Colonel of the Sixth Dragoons (Innia- 
killings), and Prince Edward of Saxe- 
Weimar was appointed Field Marshal.

London, June 21.— Her Majesty ar- 
rived at Buckingham Palace at 12:20 to- 
day, and this afternoon received the im- 
perial and royal guests. This eveuinir 
there was a royal full dress banquet at 
Buckingham Palace, followed by a re- 
ception of the diplomatic corps. Next to 
Paddington, the crowds selected Buck- 
ingham Palace as the most interesting 
point so view the proceedings. 

A few minutes before 1 o'clock a 
hoarse roar of cheering in the distance 
announced the approach of the Queen. 
The cheering grew in strength until it 
amounted to a deafening storm as the 
sovereign reached' the vicinity. The 
Queen bowed slowly to tbe right and 
left to the greetings of her subjects. The 
Princesses Christian and Battenberg sat 
opposite the Queen and ex-Empresa 
Frederick. Un reaching the palace the 
Duke of Connaught saluted the Ducheaa 
and^ueen, and were saluted by the life- 
guards, 

The royal train arrived at Paddington 
at 12.30 p.m. The weather was fine and 
warm. The Queen graciously received 
the addresses presented to her by the 
Vicar of Paddington, and handed back 
to him a ivritten reply, expressing grati- 
flcatipn at the!' generous instincts «ir her 
people towards the poor, aged, sick and 
young, which had produced such re- 
markable results. The late Prince C^H^ 
sort, like herself, manifested much i/i- 
terest in charitable institutions, and her 
children shared that tie between herself 
and her people.-

Loxdo-v, June 21. — The United States 
special envoy, tbe Hon. Whitelaw Reid, 
General Nelson A. Miles U. S. A., Rear 
Admiral J. H. Miller, U.S.N., and the 
other members of the United States 
special embassy, reached the palace a 
few minutes after 2 o'clock. The repub- 
lican simplicity of the attire of the Am- 
erican officers was in striking contrast 
with the brilliancy of the uniforms 
around them. The American party were 
received by the master of ceremonies 
aud conducted by one of the Queen's 
equerries to a marquee in the gardens, 
where luncheon was served. Mr. Reid 
did not go to the garden, but waa escort- 
to the state .supjier room. In 
addition to the United States ajiecial 
embassy the envoys present repre- 
sented most of the royal houses of 
Europe as well as many foreign coun- 
tries. Ten ruinutea before four o'clock . 
the envoys went in singly to the audi-jjjr 
ence room. The Queen was dressed t^J^ 
black and wore a widow's cap, theriBSj^' 
bon of the order of the Garter, and some ■ 
other orders. SKe sat in a gilded chair 
near the centre of the room, the Prince 
of Wales standing immediately behind 
her. At her right hand was tiie 
Princess of Wales, and others 
of the royal family were near 
Her Majesty or scattered about the room. 
The Duke of Auerstadt and the Duke of 
Sotomayor, representing France and 
Spain, preceded the United States envoy, 
Mr. lieid, who was third and followetl 
by the Papal envoy, Mgr. Sambiicelti. 
All the envoys presented their letters 
with the lowest obeisance. The (Jueen 
took each letter and smilingly addressed 
two or three sentences of thanks and 
compliments to each envoy. Mr. Eeid 
was received in the most cordial manner 
possible. Her Majesty expressed • her* 
sincere thanks to President McKinley 
and to "the great nation of our kinsmen.'' 
Queen Victoria looked very well in- 
deed. She impreEsed all the envoys with 
the sincerity of her thanka for the na- 
tional comi)liments paid to her.

After dinner {he Queen pro- 
ceeded from the grand salon to 
the ball room to receive lier 
guests, the envoys and their suites, 
the Indian princes, the ollicers of tlie 
Imperial forces and of the native Indiiin 
escorts, and the oftlcera of the tiueeri's 
German regiment, Tlie colonial pre- 
mier's, with their wives, were presented 
to Her Majesty by Mr. Chamberlain, 
and the suites of royal and other guests 
were presented severally by their chiefs. 

If the streets to-night can be taken as 
a forecast for to-morrow. Queen's Day 
will be eigualized by the aesembling in 
London of not lesa than eight millions of 
human beings. At all tlie London termini 
since early morning people have been 
pouring into the metropolis in thousands 
and for thousands there is no other 
shelter than the streets, but the utmost 
good humor prevails. At midnight the 
weather is quite warm, but the skies are 
overcast.

— Tlie following is 
the text of the personal letter to Queen 
Victoria, which was delivered to Her 
Majesty by Mr. Whitelaw Keid, the 
special envoy of the United .States to 
Her Majesty Victoria, Queen of Great 
Britain and Ireland and Empress of 
India: 

Great and good friend, — ^In the name 
and on behalf of the people of the United 
}Jt ites, I present their sincere felieita- 
lio is upon the sixtieth anniversary of 
yoiT Majesty's accession to the crown 
ot Great Britain. I e-xpresa the senti- 
ment) of my fellow cili/.ens in wishing 
for your people the prolongation of a 
reign, illustrious and marked by advance 
in science, arts and popular well-being. 

On behalf of my countrymeji I wish 
particularly to recognize your friendship 
for the United States, and your love of 
peace exemplifled upon important occa- 
sions. It is pleasing to acknowledge the 
debt of gratitude and respect due to 
your personal virtues. May your life 
De prolonged, and peace, honor and 
prosperity bless the people over 
whom ' you have been called to 
rule. May liberty llourish throughout 
your empire under just and equal laws, 
and your government continue strong in 
the affections of all who live under it. 

And I pray God to have your Majesty 
in His holy keeping.

Bosro.v, .Tune 21, — Queen A'ictoria'g 
Diamond .Jubilee was celebrated here 
i^^day by salutes from the British war- 
dship Pallas, a parade by the Ancient and 

Honorable Artillery escorting a detach- 
ment of sailors and i^rarines from the 
Pallas and the Bociety of British army 
and navy veterans. The day concluded 
with a iiioster bamiueuc at tlie .Mechan- \ 
icfl' hall. Ttie procession started shortly 
after 4 o'clock and the JJritiali troops 
marched tliroui^h the streets of Boston 
for the first time in many years.

Mr. Redmond pro- 
tested against Great Britain's rule in 
Ireland, and asked the house to adoptaii 
aMiendment to the effect that it deemed 
it its duty to place on record that during 
the sixty years ol Her Majesty's reign, 
Ireland baa suffered greviousiy from 
famine, poverty and the continual sus- 
pension of constitutional liberties, with 
the result that the Irish are discontented 
and unable to join in the celebration. I) g 

Mr. Rediiiond'a ainentiment was re- 
jected by a vote o( iii> to 7. The address 
of congratulation to Her iMujealy was 
then adopted by a vote ot -150 to il. 
When the amendment was put, the 
anti-Parnellitea left the Ilunse, but they 
returned for the main question. 

Mr. Balfournioved that the address be 
presented to the (Jueen by the whole 
House, to which Mr. John J. Clancy, 
PariioUite, said that after what and oc- 
curred the motion was absurd and an 
absolute untruth. A vote was then 
taken, and it resulted in the adoption of 
Mr. Balfour's motion by 411 ayes to 41 
noes.

.College Students Fight a Crowd Who Re 
fused to Be Cheerful— Jubilee Decora-. 
Uons Destroyed, 

DuBi,i.N-, June 21. — ^At a meeting held 
near College Green to-day in connection 
with the Jubilee a black banner was 

displayed bearing the statement: 
" During Victoria's reign one and a ha 
millions of people have starved iu tliis 
island, three millions have been Evicted 
and four millions have been compelled 
to emigrate." 

A body of under-graduatee, who 
marched out from the grounds of Trin 
ity College, carrying the Union Jack, 
came into collision with the crowd and 
there was considerable! fighting. Phillip 
Gallan was severely wounded in the 
head, and several others Hers more or 
less injured. Only with diflSculty di« 
the police restore order. The cause of 
the trouble was rivalry in singing 
national aire. 

After the rumpus the crovrd paraded 
the streets and destroyed the 'decora- 
tions. 



Accident on Shipboard. 

St. John's, Nfld., June 21.— The 
steamer Keemun, of the Donaldson line, 
from Glasgow to Montreal with cattle 
and a general cargo, broke her tail shaft 
and burst a steam pipe while in mid- 
ocean.

' the Harbor in Consideration 
of a Bonns. 



VANCOUVER- 

Vancoover, June 21.— The movement 
to erect a smelter her has, for the time, 
failed to mature after eeveral months of 
negotiation. Tlie English failed to se- 
cure the necesaarv capital for a ainelter 
to he built within the city limita, and 
with the aid only of tax exemption and 
free water privileges. The price asked 
for almost the only city site available 
was considered exorbitant, and the pro- 
moters at the eleventh hour also c.nne 
to the conclusion that there would be 
a risk of daniuf^u and injunction actioue. 
in respect of loss caused to neighborint; 
property a? a result of aaielter fumes and 
gaBses impoealble to prevent except to a 
limited extent. These obstacles local 
men of experience foresaw, but only at 
the last were they admitted by the Eng- 
lish smelter promoters, after a vain at- 
tempt to secure a site and capital on the 
terms offered by the city. The proinotere 
iu question now ask a bonus of !f()5,0OO 
from tlie city, and oiler to build end 
work on a site iit .Seymour Creek, Nortli 
Vancouver, on tlio otiier side of tjie liar- 
bof. The new location baa the advan- 
tages of excellent natural water supply 
for electric power generatiou and other 
ueea, but labors und(!r the detriment of 
l)eing on the wronp side of the htirbor for 
railroad communication. Hence the 
city council, believinc that the 
new proposal is intermint;lod with 
a real estate scheme, will liave 
nothing to say to the supgea- 
tion, wnich anyhow would if submitiod 
be vetoed by the taxpayers when they 
were asked to ratify the bonus. They 
would only pass so large a bonus, it is 
said, were the smelter to be located on 
the city side of the harbor and near 
Vancouver's boundary. The promoters 
of the fiiuelter will, they say, submit an- 
other offer, but it is clear that an ele- 
ment of doubt has been brought in, and 
it ia certain also from the present col- 
Inpeo (if negotiations that Vancouver 
will not have a smelter for at least a 
year from date.

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S THE KOOTJBNAY RAILWAY. 

There is no mistake about the temper 
of the people in this city In regard to the 
failure of the government to ask Parlia- 
ment to Bubaidize a line of railway from 
the Columbia westward. The very 
great majority of the people accepted 
long ago, as n foregone concluBion, that 
no line would be built west ot rentictou 
for years to come ; but no one was pre- 
pared for a decision that nothing would 
be done at ail for a road from Roaaland 
to Penticton. The feeling on the sub- 
ject is intense, and not oven the Jubilee 
festivities have prevented strong ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction. These will, 
later, we think, take a very decided tone. 

The sit^iation, as we nnderstand it, 
was about as follows: There was con- 
siderable opposition in the- House of 
Commons to any greater railway grants to 
British Columbia projects than were 
necessary to secure the Crow's Nest 
Pass railway. It is not necessary to dis- 
cuss the justice of this feeling, and up- 
on this point we shall have something 
to say later. The fact was that the feel 
ing .existed, and while we have no 
authority for saying so, we are strongly 
of the opinion that it was entertained by 
Borne members of the Cabinet. Mr, 
Laurier and Mr. Blalr well understocd 
the situation and were ready to assist a 
railway that would come as far West 
as Penticton, They would have been 
able to secure this if British Columbia 
had presented an unbroken front on the 
question; but, on the contrary, the Brit' 
ish Columbia delegation was divided and 
the room of the railway committee was 
the scene of what may, without exag- 
gera^i^n,^ be called a disgra^fal wrangle 
among people who professed to speak 
for this Province. We know that we 
can truthfully say that neither Mr. Mc- 
Innes nor Mr. Maxwell spoke for any 
considerable number of the people of 
this Province; we are satisfied that Dr. 
Milne, in his final course, did not even 
represent the people for whom he was 
supposed to be acting. But this is not 
material. The quarrel existed and it 
furnished the excuse for refusing the 
just demands of the Province. 

At present the outlook is not very 
favorable, but this only furnishes addi- 
tional reasons for strong and prompt 
action. The people of British Columbia, 
whose rights have been sacrificed in this 
matter, must speak. We may be told 
that it is now too late to do anything in 
parliament. This makes no diflerence. 
JSritiah Columbia can apeak in a tone 
that will compel attention, and will lead 
the Kovernment of Canada to discover 
ways and means of doing her full justice 
in this emergency. 

We call for united action. 

We call for a strong and dignified pro- 
test. 

We call for a demand for our just 
rights in tones that cannot be mistaken. 

We believe the people of the Province 
everywhere will respond. Let the voice 
,of the people make itself heard. Let us 
speak as men who know what our rights 
are and what our powers as a free people 
are. A public meeting will l)e held at 
an early date to take action in tlie pre 
mises. There is no time for delay. Let 
iia stand shoulder to shoulder. Let 
foreet party differences. Let us cast aside 
personal prejudice, and for this once, if 
never again, be simply British Colum- 
bians. We will win if we will to win. 



TIJE CELEBRATION. 

So far the Diamond Jubilee in Vic- 
toria has been a splendid success. We 
wish to compliment every one who baa 
had anything to do with the arrange- 
ments, which, an yet, have passed olV 
perfectly. The citizens have entered in- 
to the enthusiasm of the occasion with 
hearty good will. Decorations are many 
and very pretty. There is a holiday 
spirit in the air. Wo liave hosts of visi- 
tors who are all entering into the idea 
of the Jubilee with great heartiness. It 
is no small addition to the pleasure of 
the grand event to have with us 
that magnificent fighting machine, 
the Oregon. .lu sending this tri- 
umph of naval architecture to Victoria 
on this mission of peace and good- will, 
-the United States govonimoiit has 
shown a spirit which we hope Admiral 
Palliser, as representative of the British 
Navy, will take an early opportunity to 
reciprocate. ^ 

The services at Beacon Hill yesterday 
were very impressive. It will be a 
pVoud memory to thousands that tlicy 
were able to participate in that service 
of praise and song. The weather was 
delightful. There was hardly enough 



wind to unfold the royal colors, and a 
few drops ot rain fell " like a benedic- 
tion." The brief addresses were con- 
ceived in excellent spirit, and if one 
of ': the wspeakers ^said^^English, .when 
lie 'meant British, it" was ' by' force of 
habit only and not bocause he wished to 
detract from what Scotchmen, Irishmen, 
Canadians, Australians, Afrikanders and 
all the rest of the grand aggregation 
called British subjects, have done to 
make the Union Jack the symbol of 
liberty under law throughout the wide 
world. 

What a sublime thought it is that 
when yesterday we all joined in the 
National Anthem we wore closing a 
grand concert that had echoed around 
the globe. It is the happy fortune of 
Victoria to be so situated that 
it is her., songs and her sa- 
lutes that close this memorable 
celebration ; her bonfires and illumina- 
tions are the last to blaze in the orbit of 
fire, which begirta the earth ; her pray- 
ers are the Amen of tiie greatest appeal 
to Heaven ever ofl'ered on behalf of any 
sovereign. 

Sunday's services taken as a whole, 
suggested the tremendous ot the British 
Empire, but not leas did they emphasize 
the fact that the foundationa of ita great- 
nesa are trust in God and justice to man. 
It was perhaps an accident in chronology, 
if there can be such things, 
that made the sixtieth anniversary of 
Her Majesty's accession to the crown 
tall on Sunday. At first there was a 
general feeling of disappointment that 
the anniversary fell upon a day which is 
in all British lands consecrated to the 
worship of God. But now, as we look 
back upon the day, what man is there 
who. wishes it had hasp otherwise? 
What more fitting beginning could have 
been fluggosted for this great period of 
rejoicing? The lessons of that day will 
reach far and wide. Hnr Majesty's life 
lias been full ot many grand object lea- 
sons, but none is more heavily freighted 
with influence for good than the fact that 
this period of rejoicing opened in all her 
wide domain with prayer and praise. 
The hundreds of millions of men who 
owe willing allegiance to Her Gracious 
Majesty saw in these services that be- 
hind the Monarch, noble though she ia, 
behind the imperial organization, potent 
though it ia, behind the people with all 
their tremendous power for good and 
evil, God reigns, and it is to Him that 
the nation looks for honor, glory, peace 
and prosperity. Disguised-, at times 
though it may be, there is no mistaking 
the fact that herein is the secret of the 
greatness of the British Empire. 

The review yesterday afternoon was 
very imposing. There was a lesson in 
it for. ourselves .and, the world. Gath- 
ered on the. field at Macaulay Point 
were representatives of the Colonial 
soldiery, men who have enrolled them- 
selvea and stand ready at every hour to 
face any foe on behalf of Queen and 
country. There were representatives of 
the Imperial land forces, which the 
Mother Country holds prepared to de- 
fend ita children, no matter where they 
have unfurled the flag. And there were 
representatives of the Navy, the 
strong right arm of the British 
Empire, the mightiest force that 
ever, any nation in the history of 
the world has gathered together, for 
it is perfectly true that great as are the 
armies of continental Europe, not one 
of them, nor all of them togetlier, can be 
compared with the navy of Great Bri- 
tain, when it comes to striking a swift, 
Budden and terrific blow for any righte- 
ous cause. 

Last night beacon fires blazed and 
thousands of lamps illuminated the 
night. Last night Victoria completed 
the circle of fire, which British loynly 
has thrown around the world. It was a 
splendid clo.se to a splendid day, a fitting 
climax of two great days of rejoic- 
ing. For the rest of the holiday 
aeason the people will devote them 
selves to pleasure. -The first day was 
consecrated to rendering thanks to Cioil, 
the fountain ot all the blessings enjoyed 
by this matchless Empire. The second 
day was given up to honoring the Em 
l)reBa tiueen. To-day and to-morrow we 
may well spend in popular enjoyment. 
But throagh it all the same feeling of 
loving loyalty will prevail, and every 
heart will feel, though perhaps not many 
will stop to express, the sense ot thank- 
fulneaa to God for the glory ,of the past 
sixty years and the marvellous promise 
ot the future.

Victoria and Victoria's guests joined 
iu the inauguration of the Jubilee caml 
val Sunday and yesterday with a patrio- 
tic enthuBiasm that was at once inspir- 
ing and contagious. Perhaps it was be- 
cause of the uniqueness of tlie occasion 
—perhaps because the love for the 
Queeu-mother of the Empire is deeper 
' and truer than people in these hurrying 
days have fathomed. Whatever the 
cause or causes, certain it is that Vic- 
toria has never before entered into a 
patriotic festival with more readiness or 
sincerity, nor have the efforts of the citi- 
zens at any tinie in the past been better 
supplemented by the visiting thousands. 

The latter have come from every quar- 
ter of the compass and by every avenue 
of communication between British Col- 
umbia's capital and the outside world, 
until to-dav it is safe to say Victoria has 
within her'boundaries a greater number 
of guests than have assembled here in 
many years past. The city hotels have 
long since given up as hopeless the task 
of providing accommodation for all 
anplicants, while far out in the country 
districts the wayside inns are eujoying 
a patronage it has never before been 
their good luck to command. With the 
majority of the bonifacea it has been 
made a'point of honor to adhere to regu- 
lation prices, but in a few of the city 
hotels war time rates have been made, 
apparently on the principle that al- 
though board and lodings may come 
high people must have them— two bits 
for a pleasant smile and everything else 
in proportion summarizes the fate of the 
unlucky victims of necessity. All of 
which will unqueationably be remem- 
bered to the disadvantage of the city, 
although the visitors seem inclined at 
present to accept everything as forgive- 
able at holiday time. 

Each and all of the boats and trains 
arriving Saturday, Sunday and yes- 
terday have been crowded with 
with excursionists, the greater number 
of whom will remain until the last scene 
has been enacted in the festival of rejoic- 
ing. Sunday evening's contingent by 
the Charmer received an especially cor- 
dial welcome, a crowd of many hundreds 
gathering at the wharf to reciprocate the 
kindlv greetings of the new arrivals. 
There was no band of music but the 
hackman's choruasup plied the deficiency. 
Never had these vocalists appeared in 
stronger voice, and never were visitors 
treated toa moreeffective demonstration 
cf cordiality. Similar though perhaps 
leas extensive hospitality was observable 
in the welcoming of each of the many 
other excursions; in fact the knights of 
the ribbons have proved themselves a 
reception committee zealous in the ex- 
treme and abundant iu szood works. 

Of Sunday's exercises it may be said 
that thev attracted to the streets and 
public park the largest gathering yet 
seen in British Columbia, and that they 
proved impreesive to a marked decree. 
The parade of the societies was a par- 
ticularly happy idea well carried out in 
the performance. It showed not only 
how strong the varions orders based on 
the principles of humanity and benevo- 
lence have become in this city and the 
adjacent towns, but also how English- 
men, Irishmen, Scotsmen and native- 
born Canadians merge their natural 
afTection for their native lands in equally 
deep and equally sincere love for the 
united empire over which floats the ling 
of Britain. 

Most appropriately the place of honor 
was accorded to the pioneers, and 
althont^h their marching may not have 
come up to the military standard of per- 
fection, their faltering steps and often 
irregular alignment, more than any har- 
monious advance as a body would have 
done, proclaimed the toilsome burden 
they have borne in the making of the 
Empire— told to the world that, al- 
though the meridian of their life is 
passed, marching now inrolvea a sacri- 
fice of waning strengihj and sturdy 
walkingsticks have become a necessity 
and a dependence, the hearts of the 
pioneers are just as loyal as of yore. 

At Beacon Hill the throng was emi- 
nentlv good natured even at the price of 
pereoiial (liecomfort. The aun shone 
tiercely upon the countless bare heads — 
many of them bald and glistening— the 
constant crowding was something to bo 
endured with all grace possible. And so 
no one coinphiined. All united with 
sincerity in the impressive exercises — 
for deei)ly improssive they proved, even 
to the most captious critic. There was 
indeed a general smile when Rev. Mr. 
.Sharp invited all present to " rise and 
sing." A smile was perhaps in order 
ftom the thousands who had perforce 
been standing for hours; but it was a 
smile of unqualified gobd nature. And 
when."

of loyalty and affection, the Scotsman 
and the IrlshmaB breathed just as fer- 
vent an amen, knowing the mother of 

the Empire is just as dear to tlieiu as to 
their English brethren. 

Everyone who had a voice or believed 
himself poaeeEsed of one joined heartily 
in the siiiuing, and under Mr. Finn's 
direction the voices of choir and congre- 
gation, miagled .with the music of the 
maaaed bands, rose in unanimous 
melody. 

Wlieii the services had been concliul 
a largo part of tlio immense congregation 
followed the military to where Vancou 
ver's citizen soldiery are tasting the 
novelty of camp life, and whore the band 
of the regiment courteously iialted to 
give the visitors a serenade. A few 
minutes were takeu, too, iu inspection of 
the camp arrangements, the visitors be- 
ing prompt to express their appreciation 
of the forethought of the Victoria com- 
panies in tlie selection of the sheltered 
site chosen for the camp, and in having 
everything ready for the travel-worn 
sons of Mar when the steamer landed 
them here in a dreary and depressing 
rain. Although it was after 2 o'clock 
Sunday morning before the camp was 
wrapped in the mantle of sleep, there 
was prompt response to the (3 o'clock 
reveille, and Sunday proved almost as 
busy a day as yesterday. Tliere wua 
morning prayer in the camp of course, 
and afterwards the nuijority of the men 
were free to employ the day as it best 
suited their individual incliuation, at- 
tendance at the afternoon service on the 
Hill being the only battalion duty im- 
posed. 

Not a few of the visiting soldiers 
joined with the civilian crowds in in- 
specting the decorations of the to vn, 
which have never before been more con- 
spicuous or more tasteful. Flags of all 
shapes and sizes surfeit the eye, and 
irivato enterprise and ingenuity have 
jeen exhausted in the' adornment of 
tores and residences. That twice as 
much buutiiig and ten times aa many 
Hags have not been used is simply be- 
cause the stocks of botli wholesale and 
retail dealers in such supplies have long 
since been exhausted. Bed and blue 
flannel and white cotton aheetinp have 
even been called for in vaiu during the 
past two days, while, since Chinese 
lanterns have become precious and ua 
purchaseable, even toy balloons have in 
several cases been pressed into service 
by the decorators. Many o£ the specially 
decorated premises are notable for their 
beauty aa well as for the labor and artis- 
tic taste expended upon them— the city 
hall, the fire stations, H. L. Salmon's 
bailding. Onions iSc Fiimley's, L, Marks 
aiid pecfaaps half a dozen others— while 
several of the banners displayed are 
even historic. 

Especially so is the Canadian flag 
which is the most conapicuoua feature iu 
the exterior decorations of The West- 
side. It is not only said to be the larg 
eat Canadian flag in the JJominion, but 
it was the first to be floated to the breeze 
in this province after the confederation 
of the province —having been expressly 
made in England and imported by the 
late Mr. .1. P. Jj.ivies. 

Not only have Victorians this year de- 
corated their homes and phices of buei- 
neas aa they never liave before — but 
even in their holiday attire they display 
their patriotism and their enthusiasm. 
The8iwash,in the glory of brightest 
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blue and orange and red, is happy as 
the day ia long; while carnival dresses 
in which the red, white and blue are 
effectively combined, are seen in every 
passing crowd, One good lady at the 
Hill on Sunday was the observed of all 
observers in a costume of black trimmed 
with little Union Jacks; her husband 
wore a Union Jack necktie and a tri- 
color hatbantl ; the baby carriage form- 
ing the lea:liiig triumphal chiiriot for 
tlie family proccasion was a eight to 
startle a sober world — ao radiant was it 
in its patriotic holiday adornment. 

Yesterday was as bright a day as 
Sunday, and even more crowded with 
entertainment for both citizens and 
visitors. The lacrosse match drew its 
many, many hundreds; the low-lying 
hills circling Macaulay Plains were black 
all afternoon with interested humanity; 
the illuminationa- of the evening weru 
praised by appreciative thousands. 
Everywhere the people were liappy and 
contented and eiithuaiaatic; everywhere 
the fervor of loyalty was consi)icuously 
displayed. The lirst daya of the carnival 
—signally devoid of accidents — were 
voted an unqualified success. For to- 
day the' programme lis eqtially attract- 
ive, being briefly aa follows:

WITH PRAYER AiND PRAISE 

Victorians Take Tlieir Part in the VV^orld- 
Circliiic I'acans of Thanksgiving, 

A pii'nn of tlianksgiving and a prayer 
were wafted round the wide world on 
Sunday afternoon, the mighty voices of 
Britain and her sons sending fervently 
to Heaven those heartfelt words, " God 
Save the Queen," Oura is the only 
nation in the world in which such a 
magniliceiit jubilee was possible, ' and 
well might, loyal hearts beat more 
(piickly with Mie proud thought that 
here in Victoria, tliG\isand8 of miles 
from the old Motiierlnnd, Canadiana 
formtid a link iu that chain wliich 
" light aa air, yet stroni; aa iron bands," 
girds the world about in one endless 
empire. 

lianiiors waved. Here was music in 
the air, crowda tlironged, and, as Lheold 
song says, *' all nature was smilhig and 
gay." It was with one accord that Vic- 
torians propared to share in the great 
open air thnnkBgiTlug service that 
uabered in this Jubilee celebration. 



Particularly in the afternoon the 
crowcs were in evidence, and all faced 
in one direction — towards the park, 
where the monster open air thanksgiv- 
ing was to be held. 

Indeed, though it was not till half 
past three that tlie service was to begin, 
quite early iu the forenoon the general 
public, who had not the privilege of 
tickets admitting to the seats reserved 
for the city's guests, beg^n to pick out 
vantage spots from which to view the 
sight, and these amused themselves 
strolling over the grass, gazing with 
curious eyes at the little white canvas 
city where the Second Battalion of the 
Fiftli Kegiment are living ia camp dur- 
ing the Jubilee days; or else admiring 
the efforts of tlie energetic general secre- 
tary of the Jubilee as, with his coat 
oil' and business in his eye, he put the 
finishing touches to the pulpit decora- 
tions. These, by the way, were very 
appropriate, and showed that Mr. Boggs 
has an eye for the symbolic as well as 
the artistic. For the pulpit, which had 
the deak part formed of a big drum, was 
decorated with the Canadian ensign on 
one side the Union Jack on the other 
the Irish flag uniting them. 

The space for the military square that 
was to form the living wall to the great 
open air church roofed by a sky of blue, 
was placed with the pulpit facing the 
hill, the gentle slope towards the flag- 
staff giving amagniUcent vantage ground 
for the crowds to occnpy. 

By one o'clock thonsanda were on 
hand, while in town societies were gath- 
ering in force. An hour later, on Yates 
Btreot, from the A. 0. U. VV. hall, the 
starting point of the procession, societies 
were forminc and marching to take their 
places in the lice. Grand Marshal firad 
bury, on a very spirited horse, prancing 
up and down, quickly and skilfully per- 
fecting the formation. 

It was a moat imposing parade when 
at last it was put in motion, showing 
conclusively how. strong the fraterijal 
organizations are in Victoria and the 
neighboring cities, for over a thousand 
men took part. When all was started, 
the long and imposing procession, with 
banners and flags here and there waving 
overhead, reached from the A, O. U. W 
hall to Government street. 

A monster Union Jack borne by i 
stalwart standard-bearer came first, fol 
lowed by the band of the flagship, which 
by the kindness of the Admiral was al- 
lowed to participate. Then in order 
followed the Sons of St. George, the 
Orangemen, the Knights of Pythias, the 
St. Andrew's and Caledonian Society 
with pipers and a', the Sir William Wal- 
lace Society, the Odd Fellows with Can- 
ton Militant in front, followed by the 
subordinate lodge, Encampment and 
Grand Lodge officers with Mr. Harrison 
as marshal ; then the Foresters with 
their juvenile court, the members of the 
A.O.U.W. and the Sons of England. At 
Broad street the old Pioneer Society 
joined and were given the place of hon- 
or, while farther along, the Salvation 
Army, who had cancelled their after- 
noon service for the occasion, joined in 
and marched to the Hill. 

The militia had by this time got the 
ground clear, forming a hollow sijuare 
which waa bounded at one end by a plat- 
form with 300 picked singers of the city 
choirs. In front of this were the massed 
bands of the Fifth liegiment and H. 
M. S. Imperieuse, the clergy, many in 
their robes or college dress, making 
a foreground to the choir. The Mayor 
and the city's invited guests eat at a 
little distance, facing the pulpit. His 
Worsliii) with Mrs. and Miss Eedferu in 
the centre. Lieutenant-Governor Dewd- 
ney, in hia utiicial uniform, arrived 
early, accompanied by his secretary, 
Captain Kichardson, Col. Peters and 
Major A. W. Jones, also in full uniform. 
They took their seats at the right of the 
Mayor, and Admiral Palliser and a very 
brilliant Staff of naval officers had seats 
to the left, Captain Barker and the 
oliicors of the U.S.S. Oregon also attend- 
ed, giving a pleasing lititlo bleiulini; oi 
kindly feeling lietvvcL'n the Empire and 
the United States in the service of the 
(■iueen's Jubilee. Tlio I'nited States 
naval oDicers sat beside the oflicerd of 
Her Majesty's navy, and it wag some- 
what diliicult to diatinguiah the repre- 
sentatives of the one great nation from 
tlioso of the other, ao similar are the 
u niforing. 

The I'ioneera were given a position in- 
side the square, but at llrst the apace 
seemed too small. That was easily rec- 
tified, however, for a dapper little officer 
cleared hia throat and roared : . 

" Battl'n 'bout turn, quick inarch," 

And round swung one wall of the 
military, and advanced on the crowd, not 
too ([uickly but steadily, and the people 
gave way before them till enough space 
had l)een gained lor the Pioneers. 

When all was ready Kev. C. Ensor 
Sharp mounted the pulpit and to the 
silent but deeply interested multitude 
announced the opening hymn, the 
familiar, " All People That on Earth 
Do Dwell," suQg to the equally 
familiar tune of " Old Hundredth," and 
never before was there such a congrega- 
tion seen in Victoria to voice the in- 
spired words. 

A mass of more than ten thousand 
people thronped the hill, certainly the 
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Jubilee Pragfamme

" We have met hero to-day," he said, 
to commemorate the Diamond Jubilee 
of Her Moat Gracious Majesty Queen 
Victoria. A reign of sixty years is an 
interesting wonder, and particularly so 
in this century when hiatory ia made so 
quickly. 

" During these sixty years England 
and England's colonies have done great 
things for civilization and the further- 
ance of peace and unity. But we must 
not forest that this meeting is gathered 
esnecially as an act of thanksgiving to 
;\.rminhty God, To Him we owe all the 
bleasiiiKSthat during thislongreign have 
been enjoyed by those lands and people 
over which tho Union Jack baa proudly 
u aved. To Hiiu we owe tlie f^reatest 
bleasirig of all, that He hiia given to us so 
noble a (iiieen and kept her ever cood, 
and ever faithful to Ilia guidanee. 
To all her subjects she has set an ex- 
ample of faith in Ood, duty to God, and 
the service of God before the service of 
man. But tier life lias also been a jirac- 
tical one, aiming for and working for the 
highest good of bur cliildren and iicr na- 
tion. Surely the success of her life has 
bun in the fact of her being esseniially a 
religious Queen. We know that she lias 
tried to live in cloae communion with 
Elim wlio is King of kings, and baa real- 
ized that kings and queena aa veil as 
peasants will one day nave to account to 
I I iiii for their words and actions. Tlie 
blesaii.ga that have como to us from this 
motive of her life are not easily to be 
couatcd. It has made her in an age in- 
clined to careless living and lax think- 
ing a pattern of purity and rectitude. It 
is ii great thing that she should Jiavo 
given ua in her palace a model of what 
home life ouglitto be — united, industn- 
ouB and hel])ful in every good work. 
But to-day we have also to thank God 
for tho unity that prevails, and that is 
growing and etrenKthening between the 
vaiioua paita oftbia enormous Empire. 
Here, in the farthest ■'-West, hearts are 
glowing with the thought of England 
o;i<; and united. The sight of our national 
flag and the Bound of our national an- 
them will cause all of us to think 
with pride, and I trust with grati- 
tude to God, that we are one from 
Kast and West, and North and South— 
tbnt we are iintte.-l in tho caiiau of free- 
dom, duty and progress. This isa groat, 
a gloriQiiB, and a just pride, for iheee 
things are the charter of manhood and 
womanliood , and are tending to make 
for the crown of Humanity — Peace. For 
this peace in the past wo have also to 
thank God." 

The preacher, alluding to the unfortu- 
nate war in Greece, continued: "In 
Other lands are -vars witti their cruelty, 
their oppression and their greed, but be- 
neath our flag is peace — not the peace of 
the coward, but pence that goea band 
in hand M-ith the glory of God and the 
honor of niiin k ind . May tho God of all 
\'auM bli'aa her with every blessing, and 
ciiiier her (Icelining years with, the 
Ihoii^btthgt we, her children, are grate- 
ful to her, luuler God, for all that she 
bus done for U8 ; and that we BUcction- 
ately recognize tliat she has been and :h 
the host of CiueeuB. God save the 
Queen!"

A pause of n few minutos — and then 
came the shrill notes of a bu^lii oall at 
Bharp 4 o'clock, and while tiio Eoyal 
Standard mounted to the top of thejjruat 
llagatatf crowninj; tiio Hill, the bands 
struck up and the people raised their 
voices inono mighty anthem, " God Save 
the Queen," the continuance of theson^; 
that, starting iu Australasia, had passed 
aronnd the .world,, and now- .waa , going 
back across the Pacific to complete the 
chain. 

Special collects for the day wore said 
and the people sang aa a closing hymn, 
" O. God our Help in Ages past," during 
whiteh a collection' was taken up for the 
British Columbia Benevolent Society, 
the amount totalling $216.45.. 

Hev. Bishop Cridge the other speaker 
of the day and the representative of the 
Ministerial Association Rave bis loyal 
tribute to Her Majesty's Jubilee in the 
following; words : 

" Witli profound reverence, and in the 
presence of the King of all the earth, do 
we in this i)art of the groat Britisli Kni- 
pire join in the thanks which circle the 
globe to-day, the sixtieth anniversary of 
our beloved Queen's reign, not unmind- 
ful that it falls on the day of rest. His 
day, ' by whom Kings reign and Princes 
decree justice.' Victoria Kegina et Im- 
peratrix; Victoria, by the grace of God 
Queen of Great Britain and its depend- 
encies, conscious in her simple faith that 
in the vast sovereignty entrusted to her 
maiden hands God was her helper, began 
her reign wi th prayer. Marvellously has 
she been sustained. It was as if agents and 
instraments of voice and hand and pen, 
prepared, though as yet quiescent, were 
but ''awiaiting the signal of her ascent to 
the throne to start forth on missions of 
mercy and, deliverance. It were too long 
even to begin to enumerate the benefits 
■which, under N'ictoria's sway, have' 
changed the face of the nation. Only 
those who lived before her reign can 
fully realize the contrast between what 
was and what is ; reilomption of labor, 
especially for the helpless and for the 
young, from merciless oppreaaion and 
greed; education for tlie poor; care for 
the alilicted ; rescue and restoration for 
the erring and the lost ; the brand of dis- 
grace and condemnation on brutish 
habits and customs; just laws and 
righteous administration, evincing the 
true practical harmony between freedom 
and subjection; cessation of wars of am- 
bition, with relief of down<trodden 
races where British arms and counsels 
prevail. These are but soma of 
the precious jewels which by the 
grace of God adorn Victoria's crown. 
Nor .is it to be imagined that 
under an ungodly prince those 
blessings would liave accrued, for all his- 
tory testifies that ' the wicked walk on 
every side when the vices of men are ex- 
alted.' Far different has been the na- 
• tion's lot under Victoria's reign. Her 
wise and vigilant rule lias been no less 
conspicuous than her domestic virtues 
and the purity of her court. We do well 
to be thankful ; better if we give gifts 
corresponding to our grateful utterances. 
To-day indeed your help will be given to 
a worthy local chdrity. The celebration 
which remains is national. It is the 
Queen's Jubilee. By all laws of love and 
usage we should give gifts acceptable to 
the recipient. There should be from 
each member of the Empire a noble of- 
fering; an ollering taking the form of 
some all-embracing scheme of benefi- 
cence. Of many proposed only one 
hag taken shape, and this, under the 
highest auspices, is well on its way, a 
memorial which in every way appears 
worthy of this Dominion. It only re- 
mains that we do our part towards its 
full realization ; tliat we may have the 
comfort of knowing in the retrospect 
that our liberality has gladdened the 
Queen's heart, when she shall say what 
you did for my poor you did for me. The 
amusements of an hour, however natu- 
ral and innocent, will vanish from mem- 
ory as from sight. Even this religious 
service, the most comprehensive ever 
know^ in the city, if not followed by 
deeds answerable thereto, will be little 
more than sound and show. But such 
a memorial aa this will remain an en- 
<luring record for the generations to come 
of the patriotic beneficent spirit of the 
Victorian age. With every sentiment 
of loyalty and ali'ection, and heartfelt 
prayers to the Majesty on high, we wish 
our gracious Sovereign many iiappy re- 
turns of the day — a great and memor- 
able day never to be forgotten in tho-an- 
nala of our highly favored country." 

The service over, the Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor mounted the pnli)it before the 
crowd liad dispersed, and, led by him, 
three mighty cheers for Her Majesty 
were given. Afterwards the societies re- 
formed, the military marched away, the 
crowd separated, and the great thanke-

THE POMP AND PJBIDE OF WAR. 

Army, Navy and UtiUtia Reviewed in the 
Presence of Thousands of Spectators. 

The martial fever was strong in Vic- 
toria yesterday, and many a youth who 
has been wont to make fan of his 
friends who are in the militia, felt just a 
bit envious as he gazed at tne serried 
ranks drawn up in line on Macaulay 
Point plains. By the way that spot is 
an ideal one for manoeuvring a moder- 
ate number of men for review purposes, 
as the rising ground on the aides of 
the little plain gives a vantage 
ground for the spectators that does away 
with crowding and pushing to get a sight 
of the treopa. Such a mass of carriages, 
tram cars, oniuibuaes, and all kinds of 
vehicles never before took their way at 
one time along the Esquimalt road. The 
crowd' began to stream out from the city 
by 1 o'clock and then the chance came 
for the turning of an honest two btia by 
the owners of ail sorts of . vehicles. Ex- 
press wagons were fitted iip with seats, 
and drivers who announced invitingly : 
" Here y* are— goin' tight out to Mac- 
aulay Point — two Dits a head." 

The tramcars were jammed to the 
doors, and every carriage in town was 
busy; but even that did not give half 
the pooplo tranaportation, as the side- 
walka were blocked apparently the whole 
way to the grounds, while the roadway 
waa one solid procession, in which bi- 
cycles bore an iinportant part. They dart- 
ed in and out among the four-wheelers 
and managed to claim their share of the 
road in spite of the tight fit it seemed 
sometimes. 

The militia before one o'clock were 
gathering at their armories, men in uni- 
forms being met at every turn on the 
way to the Drill liall, belts and hemleta 
gleaming while, and brass buttons and 
ornaments burnished bright as gold. 

Then came the "Boom-hur-room- 
boom-boom " of the big drum, a 
rattle or two on the snare drum, 
and tlie band played, while, 
the Fifth Regiment marched away to 
join the regulars in the big parade. 
Along Government street and down 
to Turner Beeton'a wharf, where 
steamera conveyed them to the point. 
An admiring crowd followed them, 
feeling quite proud of the allowing made 
by both Mainland and Island battalions 
of the regiment. It is wonderful how 
quickly an organized body of men 
can cover ground in comparison 
with a mass of people each juat aa 
anxious to get ahead, but lacking the 
combined movement that discipline 
brings. 

On the parade ground the arrange- 
ments had been verye£Bciently attended 
to. The ground was marked out with 
flags for the troops to the post, while at 
saluting point waved the royal standar,] 
Around the saluting base waa a epaci 
roped oir for, and here, as reviewing odi 
cer, stood Admiral Palliser with l.,ieu- 
tenant-Governor Dowdney in hia otlicia 
uniform and a glittering group of naval 
officers with gold luce galore, while 
mounted on fine chargers close at hand 
sat Col. Muirhead, R.K.,and Ool. Peters, 
U.O.C, " their scarlet tunics ejilashed 
with gold." The Mayor, Mrs. and Miss 
Redforn, Captain Barker and oflicers of 
U. S. S. Oregon, and a number 
of other notable guests stood within 
the charmed enclosure, while the whole 
parade ground was kept clear by men of 
the Royal Engineers, who were told of! 
for police duty and performed it moat 
admirably. Polite, but unswerving, they 
handled tlie crowd with great judgment 
and without any trouble. The people 
were quite willing to do their share. All 
they wanted was to see the review — and 
they saw it. 

The sight was a most brilliant and 
picturesque one. Stretched i 
long line stood the troops on 
the green. On the left was 
a four gun battery of the R. M. A. in 
their dark blue artillery uniform witli 
white helmets, a dash of red here and 
there among them. Next came the 
Fifth Regiment, First and Second Bat- 
talions, beside them waa the battalion 
of K. M. A. with the Jioyal Marino 
Light Infantry in their red coats. This 
formed No. '1 brigade under Lieut. -Col. 
VVheeler, R. M. A., and next came a 
long lino of blncjaiiketa with their 
dark blue lilouaes, buff accoutrements, 
leggings and big white hats. A blue- 
jacket battery of three guns formed the 
extromo right. Tliese bluejackets form- 
ed No. 1 Brigade under Captain Finnis, 
with Captain Adair, of the (lagship, as 
aecond in command. 

All being iu readiness there came a 
couple of, to the crowd, unintelligible 
orders, and in a moment the whole line 
had rifles presented, and pointed sky- 
ward. Bang! went the big guns 
Qu the ^.ight, and then another 
and another, while through the smoke 
and flame people could catch a glimpse 
of a aailor jamming a long stick into a 
gun and almost immediately " Lang " it 
would go again, and one almost expected 
that the man with the rammer was 
blown to pieces. But no, there he was 
again, poking away as hard as ever, and 



then bang it would go again. There 
were seven of these shots and then the 
commanding oliicer would wave his 
sword and burr-r-r would rattle the 
rifle.H, all the way down the line to the 
11. M. A. battery, and they would fire off 
se\'en guns juat as the aailora had, then 
l)ack again the lire ran up the rear rank 
to the point of commencement. Then 
Irom the inaased hands of the flagship 
aad tlie Fifth Regiment went up the 
s rain of "God Save the Queen,'' wl i'o 
every one saluted and the civilians 
tjok their hata ofl'. Three times 
was this performed and that is 
what the mititary men mean when they 
speak so knowingly about afea de joic. 

When all waa quiet again and the 
rifles were withdrawn from their elevat- 
ed positioh, the Admiral with the Lieut.- 
Governorand thestafT marched out to- 
wards tht$ centre of the line, and stood 
there. Then came the rdyal salute ; the 
troous presented arms; the band again 
played God Save the Queen; the 
otlicers on the staflf brought their handt 
up to the salute; and the ordinary 
civilian doll'ed hia hat ag:ain. " Take oil' 
your hat, Willie," cried a lady to a small 
boy in a sailor suit, who with big eyes 
waa looking at the parade. Willie was 
only about four years old, and looked 
round with wonderment at the order; 
but oil' came the hat, and the youngster 
hail Ills first lesson in paying proper 
respect to hia Queen and country. 

Then came the marching past of the 
soldiers. The band formed up in front 
of the saluting point, wiiile some mya- 
terious orders (juickly formed the sailors 
into one battalion in column, and the 
other brigade into battalions also. Then 
the bluejacket battery led the way, the 
sailors tugging away at the ropes and 
rattling the heavy guns along at a snjart 
pace. 

" A life on the ocean wave " was the 
appropriate tune to which the 
bluej.icketa came past in column 
of companies, stepping together like 
machinea and keeping splendid dreaa- 
ing. The R.M.A. followed and after 
them tlie redcoated R. M.L.I. 

As each battidion went by, the crowd 
applaudeil, and even with the regulara 
in front, the Fifth Regiment that came 
next with No. 1 Battalion in the lead, 
kept their appearance and alignment in 
excellent form. 

Marching paat in quarter column was 
next, the troops coming past this 
time in the reverse order, the Mainland 
battalion of the Fifth Regiment leading ; 
and last of all the -two brigades formed 
up side by side in the column, and came 
by again— one of the prettiest features 
of the day. 

A few sharp orders — the flagship band 
came to the front; the naval brigade 
formed forma, and before people wel 
realized it they were marching ofl' 
the ground, the R.M.A. and R. M.L.I, 
following, headed by their bugle band, 
Lajt went the militia with their band in 
full tune and then people made a rusli 
for hacks, carriages and tramcars and 
made their way into town as speedily as 
possible with such a crush along the 
road. It was a great day and a glorious 
aucceaa, and the people owe the naval 
and military men thanks for the find 
display and success of the review. 

IN ■ LINES OF ftLOWINS LIGHT. 

Illuminations and Decorations Exceed in 
Beauty and Originality Most 
Sanguine Expectations. 

With beacon fires encircling the ohy; 
fireworks blazin]{ everywhere, and the 
stately parliament buildings outlined in 
living light, Victoria closed the Jubilee 
day in a manner befitting the importance 
of the occasion. Such an illumination 
has never before been known in the liis- 
tory of the province ; such pictures aa 
were last night formed in the combina- 
tion of many-hued fires mirrored back 
and duplicated in the placid waters of 
the harbor will never be effaced from 
memory. 

Little bad been promised in connec- 
tion with the illuminations; perhaps it 
was for this very reason tliat they ao 
greatly aurprieed the majority in both 
tlieir beauty and their extent. Of course 
the display centred upon and about the 
new parliament buildings, whose grace- 
ful design, from basement even to'tlp of 
dome, stood out in lines of glowing 
light. From every window lights 
streamed out into the night; above the 
great entrance the crown and letters 
V.R." were modelled in colored lire; 
wiiile above all, and making the mas- 
terpiece complete, a multitude of 
electric lamps traced rib by rib 
the outlines of the graceful dome. Even 
the cohjssal figure of Cajjtain Vancouver 
glittered heiiealh electric rays, for the 
torch held lirmly in tlie gigantic hand 
had been made more than symbolic by 
the placing in it of a great 2,000 c.p. 
lamp vydiicli shone like a star al)ovo the 
surrounding brilliancy. Mr. George C. 
Hintou was the electrician in charge of 
the great display, and to him as well as 
to the enterprise of the provincial gov- 
ernment citizens and visitors alike owe 
sincerest thanks for the most brilliant 
and picturesque feature of the carnival. 

But not only were the parliament 
buildings conspicuous last night by rea- 
son of their brilliancy — above Christ 
Church cathedral there was a glowing 
cross of light, emblematic and beautiful. 
The J.B.A.A. club house and supporting 
building was radiant in lines of many- 
coloroil laiUcrns ; the cliarmini: home of 
Mr. \V. J. I'endray waa equally well de- 
corated and brilliantly ligtited, witli the 
supplementary feature of a magnificent 
electric fountain ; Chinatown was ablaze 
with picturesque lanterns displayed with 
true Oriental regard for the grotesiiue; 
and everywhere else about the city the 
patriotic wax or tallow bravely fought 
the breeze until prematurely overcome 
—for by 9 o'clock a lively gale was blow- 
ing. The beacon fires kept country iu 
touch with city in the natiOpal scheme 
of festival rejoicing. 

In the Caledonian grounds a crowd of 
IhouBanda aaaembled despite the warn- 
ing of nnmoroua sentries posted to in- 
form them that " this small show is not 
the CarnivtU of MailriU." The fact waa 
not disputed, but the disiilay of lire- 
works gave general satisfaction, embrac- 
ing, as it did, rockets and Koinan candles, 
maroons and bomba galore, patriotic 
mottoea, devices and fireworks portraits, 
and numerous pyrotechnic noveltiea 
quite new to Rriliali Columbia. The 
cycling exhibition was not as good as it 
would have been had not the use of the 
platform been denied the bioycling ex- 
pert'by the Garnivar management, and 
the ballon ascension also was cancelled 
—on accountof the prevailing wind. 

The decorations this year far exceed 
those of former years. The event is an 
unique oiie and Victorians ara rising to 
the occasion.

In a littlo two 
story building iu llio yard at tliu back 
is the "experimental and repair work- 
sluip," where eight to ten uimblo tin- 
geretl mechanics tiro on hand. 

There is hero ono room where remark- 
able ideas aro born orasstiiiie fortii, eacli 
one of lliem (concerning in someway the 
Iiliysieal welftiro of nu n. Kvery inch of 
its wall is covered with framed plioto- 
graphs of tho most famous ijhysicians, 
past and present, of Europe and Amer- 
if a, each bearing an atitograph signa- 
ture, all in frames precisely tho same. 
A hug(>, old fashioned desk stands by 
the window, iiiled high with foreign 
scientific reviews ia all languages, cata- 
logues and models iu gleaming metal, 
hard rubber and glass. Here the present 
controllers of tlio cstablisliment sit all 
diiy, poring over drawings or half de- 
signed instruments and studying tho 
sugge.'-iious and ideas that scientific ttnd 
medical men from all cuds of the coun- 
try pour into their ears. 

Tho elder of the.so men lias been at 
this work for -17 yeitr.s', and the establish- 
ment was not yoniig then. Thousands 
upon thousands of surgical devices have 
come forth from it. Four h-nudred or 
500, perhaps 1,000, inventions of real 
practiciil valno tiiid utility are tiuned 
ont of tJiis room each year. Doctors 
write, ili^scribing what a certain medical 
aiipliaiiee, could it be made thus, might 
perliai)s, ]',rol,iably would, accomplish, 
and forthwith plans aroiu.'idc, and after 
much study and care the instrument i.'- 
desigiied and dispatched. 

K(i charge is iniido t)ie (Inctnrs, iinr, 
on liie otlier liaiul, do the nii dieal men 
derive any profit, however successful 
their idea may workout. The establisli 
mont con.siders it an honor to be applied 
to, tho more times the better, and it 
knows till! repute of its ]u-oduct is spread 
ing fiir and v.-ide. Tliotisands of itollars 
ye;u-l.v go out on tiiis eontiiniiil experi- 
menting. Sonio of them never return. 
ICven in the event of great success and 
tlie discovery of u completely new sur- 
gical pvinciplo it patent is seldom taken 
out. TluMloctor inventor cannot bo.caufio 
of medical etiiics. Tho establishment 
finds it hardly worth its while because 
o| the expense and tho small number 
made of any one instrument. 

It is as gond as a fairj' story of tho old 
sort to spend an hour or more in this 
room and sec and hear of tho curious 
things lieiiig planned and experimented 
with. Many seem to tho hiymcn fan- 
tastic iu thoir uses and tho results ac- 
complished with them not to bo be- 
lieved. Ono instniniput of this sort is 
the bullet jirobe tele]ihone, with which 
th(! tncdern surge(jii, an ordinary tele- 
phono receiver strapped to his oar, can 
hear when his proho touches the bullet 
far within tho ti.ssnes, a distinct click. 

Many of tho implements made hero 
have almost revolutionized certain 
braiiclies of surgery. In a box ou tho 
heaped uji desk spoken of lay, tho last 
time the writer visited this room, a del- 
iciitily adjusted, minute instrnment, 
with a scale marked along its length. 
Its pnr;iose was to make probing in the 
brain safic beyond a ilduljt. A jirobe of 
any j-('(iuiif'(l size lifted iiilo tho iKindle, 
and as tho surgeon gently inserted the 
tip and went farther and farther within 
the skull tho scale would register tho 
exact energy of the ]ncKsuie. Beyond a 
certain jioint there w:is (hmger iu pene- 
tration. If tho scale registered over a 
eeitain fraction of an ounce, it proved 
thtit the pro':c had left the track of tlie 
bullet and had touclied cellular matter. 

"The most curious thing I over 
made'r" rejilied the old iii.strnment 
maker, n-peatiiig the rpiestion. "That 
is a liartl euo to answer. There have 
been so many strange thing.s. But — yes 
— I tnink tho most curious was an ap- 
pliance I designed outheidea.T of a doc- 
tor soniewlii're in tin- s(nitlnvest fo;- 
'siu-kiiig' snake bites. Jt was a litlh^ 
instrument any ono could carry around 
with him,, and when set on the wound 
would, the doctor thought — I don't 
know, I can't say myself — suck tho poi- 
son out in short order. I niiido the in- 
strument a(-cordiiig to iiislriietions, tind 
llio doctor ijrol'esscd himself W(dl satis- 
lied. IJow it worked in actual practice 
I never heard. " — New York Tribune. 



liCiffliton's Punctuality,

iirtisiio (luality of Lord Leighton was 
his punctuality. He was once in Damas- 
cus and was nrged to remain there, but 
ho declined. His roa.sou was that he had 
1o be in London on a certain day be- 
cause lie had made an eiig.-igentcnt with 
his niodid.

Some J^aots About Naiinen. 

I>;. Nansuu's first intention as to hij 
calling in life was to study medicine. 
Willi tlie idea of taking the medietil ex- 
amination at Nordmarken, he began to 
study zoology, und'ut the suggestion of 
Prftessor. pollett,.^:in • 1881 ; or ,, there- 
about, he shipped aboard a sealing ves- 
sel — the Viking — to train himst^lf for 
descriptive zoological research. Dtiring 
this tri]) the Viking was for some W"ekH 
eaugliti in tho ice olT tho eastern coast 
nt (•ireenland, and Nauscn became filled 
with tlie desire to cross that inhospita- 
ble country. Fven then, lie wanted to 
go ashoi e and explore, but could not got 
permission. But ho hunted .seals and 
polar betirs and took note of overylhing. 
Ho brought back with him a settled 
purpose to return to Greenland and 
cross it to the western coast. 

Meanwhile, by tho hel]) of Professor 
Collett, ho got the jiIikco of curator of 
tho Bergen niuseum, wliieh lio hold for 
four or live yoar.s, studying meanwhile 
in his favorito branches of science for 
his doctor's degree. Three months in 
1880 he spent in study at tho zoologictU 
school at Naples?. In 1887 he began 
prrparruir.ns for tho iittempt to cross 
t'rrecnland from tho etist coast ou snow- 
shoes. He apijlied to tho Norwegian 
goverunient for $1, 500 toward tho ex- 
pense of this trip, but was refused. A 
Danish gentleman, however, sent him 
that mucli money, and he atlded twice 
as mncli of his own (it was afterward 
raised by subscription and refunded to 
him). In the spring of 1888 ho took his 
iloclor's degree at Christiania, and on 
May 10 sailed with five cranpanions 
from Leith, Scotland, for Iceland, in 
the Danish steamer Thnyra. On July 17 
they left the vesstd near Capo Dan. 

Ou Sept. 27 they reached Amoralik 
fiord ou tho west coast, and on Oct. 8 
Nau.sen ttnd Svcrdrup reached Godthaab, 
one of the Danish colonies. There their 
comrades joined them. They got a ship 
home tho following April and arrived 
iu Copenhagen ou May 21, 1889. Itwas 
the iirst time Greenland had been cross- 
ed. I'rovions attempts had been made 
from the west coast, and tho baffled ex- 
plorers h;id put back. Nanson's idea was 
to hiivo safety ahead instead of behind. 
There was no turning back, becau.se 
there was nothing to return to. The 
successful explorers goti a warm wel- 
come homo, and Nansen became famous 
and wrote a narrative of the trip. — Har- 
per's Weekly.

I While some of the members of the lo- 
cal bar were entertaining ait tittoniey 
from North Carolina hi: told tliis among 
a good man}' other professional e.xperi 
enees :

"Bnt that is not alL At tho third ses- 
sion of tho legislature an attempt was 
niiulo to repeal the law. Harry St. John, 
chairman of tho committee on jurispru- 
dence, opposed this movement and held 
the report of the oommittee back. Ou 
tho last day the house made an impera- 
tive demnud for tho report, bnt St. John 
coolly put it info hia pocket, loft tho 
building and did not return until the 
session liad expired by limitation." 
"And what happened to. him?" 
"He went. to hia home in Oklahoma 
Oity, and.witbiu a' few days came tho 
terrible news that he had' murdered iiia 
wife. You may call it fate, justice, ac- 
cident, what you please, but it happen- 
id." — Detroit Free Presa.

Theorcnn 
recital by Mr. A. Loagaeld, F.V.C.M., 
at tbe close of the evening Bervice, was 
very enjoyable. Theclinrch wag crowd 
ed and the interest manifested wiis in- 
tense. At St. James' and St. Barna 
the services had special reference to the 
Diamond Jubilee, and louclied npoii tho 
long and beuelicent reign of Her Ma- 
jesty. 

Rev, J. A. Logan, of Union, occniiied 
the pulpit, at St. Andrew's Presbyterian 
chtirch both morning and evening and 
delivered powerful sermons on the IDia- 
mond Jubilee, dwelling especially upon 
the influence of the (Queen's pure life 
upon the lives of her millions of subjects. 
The music at the First Presbyterian 
church was specially prepared for tlie 
occasion.

The event of tho story of the " Carni- 
val ol Madrid," wliich has been handed 
down through receding generations, 
transpired about the close of the six- 
teentti century. Tiie ecene opens at the 
Castle Royal, near tho city of Madrid, in 
Spain. Don de Pareja, the owner and 
occupant of tbe castle, is the last des- 
cendant of an ancient and honored fam- 
ily, noted for their austerity and tyran- 
nical decisions in public affairs, and a 
man cordially hated and feared. He was 
at this time the alcalde, or maj'or of the 
commune, and also president of the 
House of Deputies. Aoout a fortnight 
anteeeding the eventful night of the 
" Carnival of Madrid," he had eenteneed 
to death four Spanish soldiers for a trill- 
ing cllense committed to the district of 
Navarre. The sentence was based on an 
illegitimate and entirely ex parte pro- 
ceeding, secretly held in the Chamber of 
tho Cortes, where the prisoners had been 
denied even a hearing — all instigated by 
the infamons Pareja, the President. The 
people of the entire province became so 
incensed and outspoken in denunciation 
of the cruel sentence, that tbe cowardly 
Pareja quailed and commuted the sen- 
tence for five days ; at the end of which 
tiiiiB the entire populace appealed 
to him to pardon the condemn- 
ed, but in vain, for upon the 
afternoon of the day 11. ^ed in his decree 
for tho execution it took place in the 
public square of Jlndrid, where the poor 
fellows met their death bravely, amidst 
the lamentations of the whole people. 
Insteail of four victims, however, there 
were only three brave soldiers who gave 
up their lives to satisfy the wicked inan- 
date of the tyrant. ThemiasinR one was 
Ferdinand Castrella, a soldier of wonder- 
ful bravery and the idol of his comrades, 
who on the night preceding tbe day as- 
signed for tho execution, single-handed, 
throttled the guard and escaped from the
